J. MONTGOMERY GIVES 
VIEWS ON FARM AID 


By Bryce Edwards 
Dexter.—John A. Montgomery and 
his son, Louis, have topped the baby 
beef market at the National 
Stock 
Yards for 15 years. 
They won 
first 
place at 
the 
Producers’ Livestock 
Show in 1927 and have 
at 
several 
times won in open competition over 
the State University. 
They received 
21 % cents a pound 
for 
their baby 
beeves®in 11126, which was the high­ 
est price paid 
at 
St. Louis in 
five 
years. 
Yet they say even scientific 
farming does not return the profits 
it should. 
Diversification has been held 
up as 
the panacta for farm ills. 
Montgom­ 
ery has practiced diversified farming 
for years. 
“ If diversification is the secret 
of 
money making, we should have found 
it”, he says. 
In 1902 Montgomery was a lawyer 
at Decature, III. 
He had a good prac­ 
tice, but loved the open life of 
the 
country. 
That year he bought 80 acres 
of 
land in Stoddard County. 
Continu­ 
ing his law practice, he cleared and 
improved the 
land. 
The 
purchase 
price was comparatively low and af­ 
ter spending $30 an acre for improve- 
mtnts, Montgomery 
had 
a 
fertile 
farm which had not cost very much. 
He left his law practice and moved 
there with his family in 1912. 
Montgomery today is recognized as 
an efficient farmer, well read on 
all 
phases of scientific 
farming, 
pro­ 
gressive yet a calculating business 
man. 
Bulletins might be written of 
his success in several fields, and 
he 
could give most Missouri farmers les­ 
sons in production. 
But, although he and his son, equal­ 
ly efficient, have devoted all of their 
energy and time into farming, they 
say they cannot “ get anywhere”. In 
1913 and 1914 drouth prevented 
a 
profit, they say. 
The father and son handle all of 
their Walnut Lfme acres themselves, 
with 
tho exception 
of about 
160, 
which are farmed by a tenant 
and 
f< ur share-croppers. 
They have but 
one hired hand. 
They have a herd of 41 high class 
Hereford cows which produce the ba­ 
by beeves. 
Most of the cows 
bring 
calve- in the spring, which are put 
on full feed of shelled corn and al- 
fulfa hay as soon as 
they 
can 
be 
taught to eat. 
Toward the finish, cot­ 
tonseed meal is added, and they are 
ready for the Chritraas trade, weigh­ 
ing 550 to 700 
pounds. 
They 
al­ 
ways sell at fancy prices, topping the 
market. 
1 he fall calves are carried 
through the winter, 
sucking 
their 
mothers and fed corn and alfalfa hay. 
By the next Christmas they 
weigh 
around 1 (Mi at only 15 months of age. 
Dairying is proclaimed 
far 
and 
wide by chambers of commerce 
and 
others as a sure profit project. The 
Montgomeries started a dairy 
herd 
two years ago and are now milking 
21 high-grade jerseys. 
They plan to 
develop a herd of 
40 
milkers. 
The 
IVvely truck comes to the gate every 
day taking the cream and leaving 
a 
< heck for the previous day’s delivery. 
The skim milk' is fed to hogs. 


The Montgomeries produce a bal­ 
anced ration on the farm, consisting 
of corn, crushed oats, 
ground 
soy­ 
beans and alfalfa. 
They do 
their 
own grinding and buy nothing in the 
way of feed for the cowf. 
As 
with 
everything else 
on 
the 
farm they 
have an economical combination 
for 
the dairy herd. 
“ We feed out about a carload 
of 
hogs 
a 
year”, 
says 
Montgomery. 
“ They gain a good part of the weight 
on pasture. 
Skim milk furnishes the 
protein and corn finishes them. 
We 
do not need to buy expensive 
pro­ 
teins. 
This method »of growing hogs 
is the cheapest and should 
be 
the 
most profitable”. 
Chickens come in for a place 
in 
the program. The Montgomeries own 
half interest in a flock of chickens 
maintained 
by 
each 
cropper, and 
have n good 
(lock 
at 
home. 
The 
chickens are fed home-grown feeds. 
To eliminate risk from farming as 
much as possible, the Montgomeries 
have seeded down into a variety 
of 
grasses and legumes all of their land 
th a t does not hit with good cultivat­ 
ed 
crops 
regularly, 
either due to 
freshets, or because the land is 
too

It takes a good rotation with 25 
to 50 per cent of the land in sod 
to 
keep up the fertility and spread la­ 
bor out over the year. 
“ Farms are 
not 
over capitalized. 
Most Missouri farms need better im­ 


provements to be 
most 
profitable 
There is no unearned increment 
in 
farm lands. 
In fact, most farms can 
be bought for less money than they 
cost to clear, stump, fence and build 
roads and structures on them. 
“Another of the several Eastern 
fallacies is that farm ers don’t work 
hard enough 
and 
are 
ineffifficient 
Considering some factors of efficiency 
there is not a person on this farm 
who drinks alcoholic liquors; no one 
smokes cigars and but 
few 
smoke 
cigarettes. 
The men live 
a 
clean, 
moral life. 
Some of them work .365 
days out of the year,-and all of them 
work long hours at hard work when 
weather permits, including the wom­ 
en. Yet none of them is making more 
than a bare living. 
“The real reason for farm ills lies 
in the fact that at present the farm ­ 
er is the under-dog in the economic 
struggle. 
“The 
Haugen-McNary 
bill 
is 
a 
step in the light direction. 
It is not 
perfect, but no law is perfect at first 
—if 
it ever 
is 
perfect. 
This bill 
w< uld make American markets 
for 
the American farmers. 
There 
are 
other things that 
the 
Government 
can do to help, but let this be a start. 
“ 1 am a 
Republican, 
but bitterly 
opposed to the present regime. 
The 
Coolidge-Hoover theory seems to be 
to let the farm ers starve out; 
that 
natural law will in time remedy

Of course that remedy would 
be the bankrupting and disruption of 
a large portion of the rural popula­ 
tion.

The 
fact that the most efficient and most 
profitable cultivation for this purpose 
can be done before a crop is planted 
in the ground has not been always so 
well understood. 
The spring prepar­ 
ation of seed beds for 
the 
various 
farm crops in Southeast Missouri is 
now at hand and this point needs es- 
pecial emphasis, according to Scott 
M. Julian, County Extension Agent. 
He suggested that during all of the 
open weather in tho spring, it is wise 
to keep in mind the fact that an ad­ 
ditional working of the ground with 
big tools, such as disk harrows, can 
t>c considered doubly profitable. Not 
only does this make 
the 
seed 
bed 
firmer, but 
it smoothes 
the 
land, 
breaking such clods as may be pres­ 
ent ami at the same time destroys a 
great many weed and grass plants 
which have l**gun 
to 
sprout. 
The 
weeds and grass which are destroyed 
at that time cannot cause difficulty in 
later row cultivation. 
A study of the farm practices fol­ 
lowed by the Master Farmers 
who 
have been selected throughout 
the 
south shows quite clearly that 
they 
follow a very thorough 
system 
of 
preparation on their farms. 
For cot­ 
ton it seems to be their practice 
to 
flat break, bed the land, and later re­ 
bed before time for final preparation 
for the seedbed. 
Then 
just 
before 
planting time, a liberal use of 
the 
harrow or board drag 
produces 
a 
firm seedbed in a mellow soil which 
gives the crop a chance for a splen­ 
did start in life. 
Such practices can 
be 
used 
by 
Southeast 
Missouri 
farmers 
this 
spring to make their farming much 
afer and more profitable. 


A successful stand of sweet clover 
is growing this spring on blow sand 
in Mississippi County. 
At present it 
shows a top growth of some ten 
to 
twelve inches and will soon be ready 
to furnish an abundance 
of 
highly, 
nutritious pasture, according to Scott 
M. .lulian, County' Extension Agent. 
In 1924 the land on which this clover 
is growing was typical blow sand. 
At that time, 
a 
soil 
improvement 
program was started with the appli­ 
cation of one ton of limestone 
per 
acre and a fertilizer application 
on 
part of the field. 
Rye and vetch were 
seeded, followed 
by 
sweet 
clover. 
These crops grew off slowly, accord­ 
ing to Dr. Bridges, 
who 
owns 
the 
land, and suffered from overpastur­ 
ing dining the first summer. How­ 
ever, the 
present 
growth on 
this 
field came from the reseeding of the 
original 
crop, 
according 
to 
Dr. 
Bridges, and required merely careful 
pasturing ami patience. 
One 
very 
important advantage secured by hav­ 
ing such sandy land in a leguminous 
pasture crop, which reseeds itself, is 
tho elimination of the labor required 
to plow and cultivate such low pro­ 
ducing land, says Julian, and 
indi­ 
cates the possibility of successful anti 
profitably handling such land in this 
manner.

gun to rot or iron to rust, the deterl* 
ioration 
will 
continue 
even after 
paint has been aplied. Outside paint­ 
ing should be done when the surfaces 
to be painted are dry and the weath­ 
er is not toe damp or cold. Buildings 
should be painted every three to five 
years, sometimes often* r than 
this. 
New wooden buildings 
ho uld be giv­ 
en a priming coat of paint as soon as 
possible and a finishing coat within 
the next month or two. 
Before ex 
posure to the weather 
oi to 
damp­ 
ness, both the wooden 
and 
metal

painted. 
When 
painting outside 
surfaces,

three thin coats are better than one 
thick coat.
